CAIA provided comment (Jan. 3) to Health Canada's public consultation on veterinary fees under the 
Food and Drugs Act. CAIA intends to raise their concerns with Minister LeBlanc. 

Veterinary drugs fees were last increased in 1998 and according to Health Canada, the fees do not 
currently reflect costs of the Department nor align with other countries, 

industry claims that "Health Canada is contemplating an unparalleled, massive 500% increase" in 
fees, which will potentially kill growth opportunities. Further, they claim that Health Canada doesn't 
fully justify how the proposed fee increases relate to the "private benefits" to industry. 

CAIA proposes that Fisheries and Oceans and Health Canada lobby for sufficient funding to 
implement a federal minor use minor species (MUMS) program.

New research links PRV with jaundice disease in farmed and cultured salmon in British Columbia. 


In 2017, the Salmon Strategic Health Initiative (SSHI) team (co-funded by DFO and led co-led by Dr. 
Kristi Miller Saunders) published a paper documenting for the first time the presence of Heart and 
Skeletal Muscle (HSMI) disease in farmed Atlantic salmon in Canada, as well as a correlation 
between the prevalence of Piscine Orthoreovirus (PRV) and the occurrence and severity of the 
observed HSMI lesions. Although PRV is endemic in most species of salmon and in many parts of the 
world, this was the time it was directly correlated with HSMI in Canada. 

This initial diagnosis of HSMI generated significant attention in the media and the public, much of 
which focussed on the risks of HSMI transfer from farm to wild salmon populations as well as on 
government authorization of fish transfers without prior testing for PRV (the latter is also subject of 
a current Morton versus DFO litigation appeal). 

Now, the SSHI team has completed new research that shows PRV may also play a co-infection role in 
the manifestation of jaundice in Pacific salmon, specifically wild and cultured Chinook 

Salmon. Although the impacts of jaundice on wild fish are not well understood, it is known to cause 
discoloration of the skin and low levels of mortality (<1.5% per production cycle) in cultured fish. 
The research findings are expected to be submitted for publication in an international peer- 
reviewed journal within the next month. | accepted, renewed media and public attention can be 
expected.

e Work is well underway on the next series of four risk assessments - on systemic bacterial infections. 

e An overall timeline and plans have been discussed with DGs in Ottawa and the RDs in Pacific Region. 

e With respect to the PRV risk assessment, there is the need for the completion of on-going research 
before a robust risk assessment can be started. As such, there is the potential need for additional 
communications products in the near term. 

a member of the IHNV risk assessment steering committee) 
and others issued a press release questioning the transparency of the process, particularly around 
the non-disclosure of an inter- company viral management plan MOU. 

e DFO Science (and Communications) has prepared media lines to respond to this concern over lack of 
transparency. 


Cooke Site 1358 Jordan Bay 

e The severe storm on January 4" caused damage to Cooke Aquaculture's site in Jordan Bay NS with 
debris washing up on shore around the area. 

e Regional management spoke with several concerned citizens and fishers on January 5 and made 
them aware of the process for reporting. 

e The company has indicated that they do not suspect any loss of fish based on preliminary 
assessments and provincial counterparts have provided DFO officials the same assessment. 

e The incident has been reported to the NS Department of Environment which has the lead in 
responding. Staff from NS DoE and NS Department of Fisheries and Aquaculture were undertaking a 
January 8, weather permitting. DFO has offered assistance if needed. 
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Effluent Discharge from BC Processing Plants 

e Since the November 2017 release of video footage of blood and other effluent coming from the 
Brown's Bay Packing processing plant near Campbell River, the issue of effluent treatment and 
disease transmission has received significant public and media attention. 

e in response to a request by provincial officials, DFO Science collected samples during the first week 
of December to test samples for the presence of pathogens, including PRV. All samples tested 
positive for PRV. A Rapid Science Response (RSS) has been completed and provided to the Province 
of BC. In November, the Province of BC began reviewing the current discharge permit for the 
Brown's Bay plant and referred a draft of an updated permit to DFO (Aquaculture Management 
Division, Pacific Region) for comment/input. No comments have been provided to date. 


e On December 20, 2017, the Province of BC announced a broader review of the regulations and 
discharge permitting process related to fish plants and the use of pesticides to treat sea lice. 

e The Province is responsible for the licensing of fish processing plants. Federally, ECCC is responsible 
for administering section 36 of the Fisheries Act. However, given DFO's and expertise related to 
aquaculture, fish health and minimizing impacts to wild salmon, DFO staff are prepared to work with 
the responsible federal and provincial agencies to support and inform this review by the Province, as 
appropriate (including coordination with ECCC). 


Correspondence from Broughton area First Nations 

e Since late November 2017, DFO and the Province of BC have received several letters from legal 
counsel for the 'Namgis and Dzawada'enuxw First Nations stating their opposition to aquaculture 
activities in the Broughton Archipelago. 


e The letters highlight the need for the federal and provincial government to consult on continued 
aquaculture activities in the Broughton in general, and specifically, on individual introductions and 
transfers licences related to sites in their Territory. 

A response drafted on behalf of Minister LeBlanc has been drafted 


AAR reporting 

e AMD work on national aquaculture reporting is focused on: a) options for data sets to make public 
(detailed, site level, aggregated, frequency of drug/pesticide deposits; and b) context to accompany 
this information for reports from 2016 on marine finfish operations. 

e Dialogue with industry through CAIA is ongoing, and feedback will help refine materials to be posted 
on the DFO website. 

e The aim is to strike the right balance between information that is useful to a broad audience, while 
still respecting business confidentiality. 

e Pending these consultations, we will be well positioned to publically post AAR results.

e Announced Dec. 18, but regional offices have been holding discussions with select (i.e., high 
likelihood of success) candidates prior to this to gauge interest.

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e $750k available for distribution this FY. Regions have identified approximately $$872k worth of 
projects and are actively being encouraged to develop and finalize contribution agreements for 
these. Requirements for excess funds will be dealt with through multi-year agreements.

date. Regional review committees will review proposals immediately as they come in (vs. usual 
operation of every 3 weeks).

SCENARIO NOTE 

MEETING WITH CERMAQ AND MARINE HARVEST CANADA 

Overview 

The purpose of the meeting is to discuss DFO's involvement in the current government to 
government discussions taking place between the Government of BC and First Nations under a 


letter of intent process to provide consensus recommendations on the future of the salmon farms 
in the Broughton Archipelago. 


Your overall objective for the meeting is to affirm DFO's position that aquaculture is well 
regulated and express interest in incremental improvements to minimize risk to wild salmon 
populations. It is also important to clarify federal and provincial roles for aquaculture 
management and impress upon the companies that DFO cannot fetter the provincial decision 
making authority related to the aquaculture tenures in BC 


The key issue that will be raised during the meeting is industry's request for DFO to be involved 
in the Broughton process, including by providing evidence-based information to inform the 
consensus recommendations on the risks of salmon farming on wild salmon stocks in BC. 


Cermaq and Marine Harvest Canada are the two largest companies operating in BC with 
numerous sites and operations in other jurisdictions. Both companies belong to the BC Salmon 
Farmers Association and have constructive relationships with DFO. 


1. Renewal of Aquaculture Tenures in the Broughton 


BC has been meeting with Broughton First Nations since January 2018 in a government to 
government process aimed at providing recommendations on renewal of tenures in the 
Broughton Archipelago. BC has indicated that this process will be consistent with the 
implementation of the United Nations Declaration on the Rights of Indigenous Peoples. First 
Nations have been vocal in their opposition to salmon farms in that area. 


DFO and industry have not participated in these discussions with the exception of a meeting on

The Broughton Archipelago has about 20 salmon farms representing approximately 30% of the 
production in BC and accounting for $190 million. Salmon farming is the major economic driver 
of the north island economy including the communities of Campbell River, Port McNeil and Port 
Hardy. Farmed salmon is BC’s number one agri-food export. 


In late June 2018, BC announced that it would take a new policy position on tenures for finfish 
aquaculture and require that for farms outside the Broughton, the expiry date of the tenure would 
align with the DFO aquaculture licence expiry dates in 2022. Further, BC will require a First 
Nations agreement to be in place and confirmation by DFO that the farm would not pose a risk to 
wild salmon before the tenure will be renewed. 


Both companies have pursued and are interested in furthering constructive engagement with First 
Nations and have a significant number of Indigenous employees. Additionally, they are focused 
on continuous improvement in environmental management including investments in research and 
technology. These companies have also sought certification by the Aquaculture Stewardship 
Council to ensure a high level of environmental stewardship. 


Minister’s Objectives 


It is expected that the Minister will affirm DFO’s regulation of the sector 18 robust and we will 
continue to work with BC, First Nations, industry and other stakeholders to continuously 
improve the regulation of the sector to reduce risks to wild salmon. The importance of the sector 
to the economy and jobs and growth agenda can be confirmed 
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Key Messages 


e DFO understands the economic contribution of the salmon aquaculture 
industry to BC and the potential for growth for coastal and Indigenous 
communities and the current difficulties faced by the industry. 


e Finfish aquaculture is well managed and we will continue to work 
collaboratively with industry, BC, First Nations and other stakeholders to 
address concerns and risks related to impacts to wild salmon. 


e Additionally DFO is in the process of revising our framework on the 
application of the precautionary approach to aquaculture. As we move 
forward with this, I welcome your input. 


e DFO knows that the Broughton government to government process is an 
important step in setting direction for finfish aquaculture policy in BC and 
is prepared to support the process as appropriate respecting BC’s 
authority to make tenure decisions for finfish aquaculture.

It was good to touch base with you this morning. As discussed, the following is a list of questions that pertain 
to the provincial management of the marine finfish aquaculture file as it relates to the recent provincial 
announcement on the Broughton tenure renewals. Just to note that the announcement does apply to all our 
finfish tenures.

Overview 


The purpose of the meeting is to discuss DFO’s involvement in the current government to 
government discussions taking place between the Government of BC and First Nations under a 
letter of intent process to provide consensus recommendations on the future of the salmon farms 
in the Broughton Archipelago. 


Your overall objective for the meeting is to affirm DFO’s position that aquaculture is well 

regulated and express interest in incremental improvements to minimize risk to wild salmon 

populations. It is also important to clarify federal and provincial roles for aquaculture 

management and impress upon the companies that DFO cannot fetter the provincial decision

The key issue that will be raised during the meeting is industry's request to have the involvement 
of DFO in the Broughton process including providing evidence based information to inform the 
consensus recommendations on the risks of salmon farming on wild salmon stocks in BC. 


Cermaq and Marine Harvest Canada are the two largest companies operating in BC with 
numerous sites and operations in other jurisdictions. Both companies belong to the BC Salmon 
Farmers Association and have constructive relationships with DFO. 


1. Issue 


BC has been meeting with Broughton First Nations since winter 2018 in a government to

Further, BC will require a First 
Nations agreement to be in place and confirmation by DFO that the farm would not pose a risk to 
wild salmon before the tenure will be renewed. 


Both companies have pursued and are interested in furthering constructive engagement with First 
Nations and have a significant number of Indigenous employees. Additionally, they are focused 
on continuous improvement in environmental management including investments in research and 
technology. These companies have also sought certification by the Aquaculture Stewardship 
Council to ensure a high level of environmental stewardship.

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MARINE FINFISH PRODUCTION COMPARISON SUMMARY 
Impact of not renewing tenures in three fish farm areas 


February 6, 2018 


The following information has been compiled to reflect the production contribution from the 
marine finfish aquaculture sector within three sub-areas along the B.C. coast. The specific areas 
are the Broughton Archipelago (BA), the Discovery Islands (DI) and the Sunshine Coast (SC). The 
purpose for doing so is to have an understanding of the impact on overall production/value of 
farmed salmon if provincial leases are not renewed in these areas 


First Nations in the BA, SC and parts of the DI do not support marine finfish aquaculture and 
have a history of opposing new farms, as well as licence amendments (DFO) and tenure 
renewals (provincial ministry of Forest, Lands and Natural Resource Operations (FLNRO)). 
Leases associated with 23 of the 24 farms in the BA are expiring in June 2018. First Nations are 
pressuring the province to not renew these leases 


farms based on completion of production cycles or non-renewal of tenures associated with a 


subset of the farms. 


Three government agencies regulate different aspects of aquaculture. DFO issues licences that 
manage habitat/fishery interactions, Transport Canada issues approvals related to navigable 
waters, while the provincial FLNRO issues tenure documents authorizing the use of Crown land 
(including land covered by water). A fish farm must have authorization from all three agencies 
prior to cultivating fish. The process to renew tenures involves an application submission to the 
province by the tenure holder which is then reviewed by staff. The review can take a significant 
period of time, often due to First Nation consultation. If the tenure expires before the review is 
complete the province defaults to a month-to-month tenure authorization until a decision is 
made. This may well occur to the farms in the BA next year. It should be noted that there are a 
significant number of farms in B.C. that presently have a month-to-month status, including 
several farms in the DI and all of the farms in the SC. 


The production comparison tables below include data from all three areas

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There are significant ramifications to overall aquaculture production in B.C. if farms in these 
regions do not have their tenures renewed, including a significant reduction in the total value of 
marine finfish aquaculture in the province. The two tables endeavour to provide specific details 
and context related to worst case scenarios (i.e. an entire area is shut down). 


Table 1: Licensed and Active Sites summarises the number of licenced sites in the Pacific region 
and cumulative licenced production. It also includes a subset of "historically active" farms, 
which are farms in the Pacific region that were in production at some point between 2012 and 
2017. The table also shows the number of licenced sites, active sites and production associated 
with the BA, DI and SC. Based on six years-worth of data it can be concluded that the 83 
"active" farms are likely to remain in production at some frequency in the future and would 
have an impact on the overall production levels if they were closed. The remaining 33 farms 
are not likely to be used for production on a regular basis considering they have not operated 
for at least the past six years and closing them would have little or no impact on overall 
production. 


Table 2: Production (tonnes), Total value (CAD $) and number of active sites, 2015-2017 summarizes 
the number of farms that were harvested in total and those in the BA, DI and SC for the years 
2015, 2016 and 2017. It includes the associated production (tonnes) and value (CAD $) and the 
percentage of farms harvested per area out of the total number harvested. The table shows 
the relative importance of the three areas by percentage of production/value compared to the 
entire aquaculture industry and the potential loss if tenures are not renewed. 


The tables indicate the significance of the BA to the output of the aquaculture industry. In 2015 


nine farms (1796*) in the BA produce 
while in 2017 12 farms(2796*) in the BA produced *) with a value. 
7 Overall the production and value of aquaculture in the BA has increased 


relative to the production and value of the industry as a whole and if tenures were not renewed 
approximately 22% (average of three years) of the production and value will be lost in the 
province. A similar trend was noted in the data associated with the DI, where the production 
and value represents 23% of the aquaculture industry. The production and value associated 
with the SC is minor in comparison and there is no discernable trend in value or production.

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Overall the data indicate a significant increase in the value of the aquaculture industry over the 
past three years wholly due to an increase in the price/kg, as the overall production over the 
past three years has dropped from 92,832t in 2015 to 90,771t in 2016 to 85,622t in 2017. 


To summarize a decision by the province to not renew tenures in the Broughton will have a 
significant impact to the overall production and economic value of the B.C. marine finfish 
aquaculture industry. 


Although not in 55 
mandate it should be noted that the ripple effect of closing fish farms will also effect direct 
employment as well as secondary “value added” industries. 


The impact to DFO of a much reduced aquaculture industry in B.C. would likely include a re- 
evaluation of the number of operational staff required to regulate the industry and a possible 
reduction in the number of research projects that Science is/will undertake to better 
understand the relationship between farmed and wild salmon. There could also be a push by 
industry to increase production at their remaining active farms which could increase DFO staff 


workloads significantly in the short-term.

DFO is interested in working with industry, First Nations, BC and other stakeholders on area based management 
better engagement of First Nations in aquaculture governance and monitoring as well as investments in 
alternative technologies. 

DFO is also supportive of industry's requests for increased transparency and sharing of information as well as 
communications to the public to provide a more informed dialogue regarding aquaculture. 

All of these ideas have merit and in particular, better involvement of First Nations in governance and active 
monitoring is key to stabilising the industry. 

DFO is not currently funded to support most of those ideas
